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RUSSIA INVITES. 
TRADE WITH b. 8. 


America Has Chance to Sup- 
plant Germany After — 
McCormick Says. 


BY ROBERT R. M’CORMICK.

ON BOARD S. S. ADRIATIC, Nearing 
Liverpool, Feb. 16.—Tremendous trade 
between Russia and the United States will 
be a natural outcome of the great war, 
according to R. C. Martens a merchant of 
Petrograd and London, who is returning 
to Durope from a business trip taken 
with this end in view. Mr. Martens says 
the Russian people will hereafter refuse 
to buy German manufactured articles and 
also will refuse to purchase merchandise 
from other countries through German 
agents. 

He declares that three-fourths of the 
exports from the United States to Ger- 
Many are consigned to that country for 
eventual consumption in Russia; like- 
wise that a similar proportion of imports 
from Germany to the United States comes 
originally from Russia. Therefore, he 
says, the United States must develop di- 
rect trade with Russia not only in order to 
extend the American marketa, but even 
to hold those we had before the war. 


Would Organize Sales Company. 

Mr. Martens“ plan is to organize an 
American company to promote and hen- 
die the sale of American made goods in 
Russia. This company not only would 
devote itself to the extension of Amneri- 
can trade, but would do so much more 
efficiently and economically than do the 
German middlemen, who have hed this 
function in their hands. . 

Mr. Martens’ suggestion is that Ameri- 
can manufacturers seeking Russian mar- 
kets shall pay to the export company an 
annuai sum of $1,500 each. With this in 
hand, the company would maintain a gen- 
erai office in Petrograd and branchoffices 
at appropriate centers in the empire. 

The men in charge of these offices would 
canvass the Russian territory for orders 
and requests for bids and forward these 
the 
manufacturer’s bid will be added the 
freight and duty, and a delivered price 
will be presented to the purchaser. Upon | 
each sale @ commission will be charged 
the purchaser, 25 per cent of which will 
be paid to the seller. 


Would Arrange for Credits. 

According to the plan, the export con- 
pany will cotperate with the seller m 
getting credit with the Russian barks 
when necessary, as Russian custom gives 
the buyer three, six, and even nine 
months to pay. It is emphasized that ex- 
portere must conform to the habits of 
foreign, people in order to get their trade. 
In time the company hopes to have money 
enough to extend its own credit when 
needed. 

The articles which Russia needs mos 
amd America can best supply are tools of 
all kinds, from heavy machinery to tack 
hammers, everything useful in farming 
and lumbering, automobiles, road making 
machinery, and electrical equipment. 

Proof of the need of such a company to 
handle and extend America’s trade in 
Russia, Mr. Martens says, lies im the fact 
that only our great trusts have been able 
thus far to afford the machinery neces-

Just once in her career as a trained 
nurse Belle Bishery was careless. She 
paid for that eingle act of carelessness 
yesterday with her life. 

Some time ago Miss Bishery, who was 
employed in the Frances E. Willard hos- 
pital, wae assigned to care for the wife of 
Dr. I. H. Lyman of 1641 South Central 
Park avenue. Shortly after the child was 
born the nurse placed him upon several 
hot water bottles, arranged in the bottom 
of a baby basket. 

Baby Badly Burne@ 

There she permitted him to remain for 
nearly an hour. In consequence the 
baby was badly burmed—fatally it seemed 
then. For several days and nights there- 
after Mies Bishery kept a sleepless vigil 
at the infant's side. : | 

“It was my fauit—all my fault—and 
I'm not going to let him die, she pro- 
tested when doctors sought to drive her 
to her bed. : 

Despite all the nurse could do it be- 
came apparent that only a skin grafting 
operation could save the baby’s life. The 
nurse volunteered to give nine inches of 
her own ekin. 

The operation was to have been per- 
formed last Thuredey, but on Wednes- 
day night Miss Bishery, who had been 
on the verge ofa nervous breakdown, 
disappeared. She left behind a note ad- 
dressed to the hospital superintendent. 
The note contained the significant phrase, 
“You wild mever see me again,” and it 
wae feared the murse had resolved to 
commit suicide

News of Migs Bishery came from Cleve- 
land a couple of days ago. She had de- 
veloped a case of pneumonia in the T. W. 
C. A. there and had deen taken to the 
Lakeside hospital. Physicians who ex- 
amined her eaid exposure and overwork 
the strain of the nights and days 
through which she had kept death away 
from the baby hot water victim—brought 
on her fatal illness.

Gov. Dunne lest night anmmounced the 
unconditional pardon of Newton C. 
Dougherty, former superintendent of the 
Peoria schools, former president of the 
National Educational association, and 
former prisoner in the Joliet penitentiary. 
Dougherty was accused originally of 
forgeries as custodian of school funds in 
Peoria running over the $700,000 mark. 

He was sentenced on pleas of guilty to 
five picked indictments and sentenced to 
Joliet under the indeterminate sentence 
act. He was paroled and finally dis- 
charged.

Faced Second Term. 

The contention was raised in his behalf 
that the property Dougherty had turned

Dougherty 
was tried and convicted anew. The Su- 
preme court two weeks ago refused a re- 
hearing of his appeal and he faced a 
second prison term until executive 
clemency was granted by Gov. Dunne.

| Wilson to stop American ships 
from carrying munitions of war and sup- 
plies to the warships of belligerent pow- 
ers, which was passed by both houses of 
congress late tonight: 

Resolved by the senate and house of 
| representatives of the United States of 


from and after the passage of this reso- 
lution and during the existence of a war 
to which the United States is not a party, 
and in order to prevent the neutrality of 
the United States from befng violated by 
the use of its territory. its ports, or ita tor 
ritorial waters as the base of operations 
for the armed forces of a belligerent, con- 
trary to the obligations imposed by the 
law of nations, the treaties to which the 
United States is a party, or contrary to 
the statutes of the United States, the 
president be, and he is hereby, authorized | 
and empowered to direct the collectors of 
customs under the jurisdiction of the 

United States to withhold clearance from 
any vessel of American or foreign reg- 
ister, or lice hich he has reasonable 
cause to bel to be about to carry fuel, 
arms, ammunition, men, or supplies to 
any warship, or tender, or supply ship of 
a belligerent nation tn violation of the 
obligations of the United States as a 
neutral nation. 

“In case any such vessel of American 
register or license shall depart or attempt 
to depart from the jurisdiction of the 
United States without clearance or for 
any of the purposes above set forth, 
the owner or master or person or persons 
having charge or command of such ves- 
wel shall severally be liable to a fine of 
not less than §2,000 nor more than $10,000, 
or to imprisonment not to exceed two 
years, or both, and, in addition, such ves- 
del shall be forfeited ta the United States.

President Wilson took an aggressive 
step today to preserve the neutrality of 
the United States. 

He asked congress to enact, before it 
expires at tomorrow noon, stringent leg- 
islation designed to prevent American 
and foreign vessels from carrying arms 
and other supplies from American ports 
to the warships of belligerents and from 
aiding in any «ther way the armed forces 
of the nations involved in the Buropean 
conflict. 3 
The resolution, as drawn by Counselor 
Lansing of the state department. was 
adopted unanimously by the house. When 
the resolution reached the senate objec- 


Ion was made to the phrazeology, which 


it was claimed granted too much power to 
the president. The foreign relations com- 
mittee held a conference at the White 
House, at which e substitute measure wes 
drawn. This substitute was adopted by 
the senate by unanimous vote and later 
the house took similar action. 


Provisions of the Resolution. 
The resolution as passed by the senate 

provides: 

That American vessels intending to 
carry supplies to any belligerent craft 
shall be denied clearance papers. 

That all American vessels shall be 
cleared under bonds of double the 
value of ship and cargo, which shall 
be forfeited for violation of neutrality. 

That the ownens of such vessels 
shall be subject to fine and imprison- 
ment for the offense of thus aiding 
belligerents. 

That foreign vessels in American 
waters which give aid to belligerents 
shall be interned or otherwise treated 
as belligerent craft. 

That the president may employ the 
armed forces of the United States to 
enforce the law. 


Indictments Proof of Needs. 

The need of such legislation has been 
demonstrated by the operations of vessels 
carrying supplies to belligerent warships 
which are being investigated by a grand 
jury at New York. A Hamburg-Ameri- 
can line official hae been indicted for the 
acts of the Karlsruhe in this respect. 

There is a disposition in some quarters 
to regard the measure as susceptible to 
interpretation as authority to stop the 
exportation of arms and munitions of 
war from the United States altogether. 
Administration officials deny that such 
is the intent of the legislation and this 
denial was put on record in the house by 
Chairman Flood of the foreign affairs 
committee. The measure received prac- 
tically unanimous support from members 
of all parties, 

It is pointed out that the German ves 
eels harbored in American ports would 
be subject to the provisions of the reso- 
lution if any attempt were made to send 
them forth to aid German naval forces. 


Pleased by German Notes. 

Because it 1 open the way to fur 
ther discussie officials here today re- 
garded the German reply to the identi- 
cal note gent to Great Britain and Ger- 
many by this government as the one 
encouraging development in the ex- 
traordinary situation forced upon thie 
government by the unprecedented mari- 
time policies of the belligerents.

French Hold Upper Hand. 
The following supplementary official 
statement was issued late tonight by the 
French war office:

AUSTRIAN FLEET BOMBARDS 
ANTIVARLMONTENEGRIN PORT 


Five Warships Inflict Considerable 
Damage—Royal Yacht Sunk and 
Valuable Stores Destroyed. 


LONDON, March 3.—Austrian warships 
have been bombarding Antivari, the sea- 
port of Montenegro. They Inflicted con- 
siderable damage. This information is 
contained in a dispatch received today by 
the Montenegrin consul general in Lon- 
don. The message which comes from 
Cettinje reads as follows: 

Tuesday morning five Austrian war- 
ships entered the port of Antivari and 
bombarded the town and port.

Cause for Long Delay. 

It is pointed out by officials in explana- 
tion of their hopefulness over the new 
aspect given the situation by the German 
communication that undoubtedly the 
British took up for discussion with their 
allies proposed retaliation against the 
German operations as soon as the German 
war zone decree was announced. 

This, it is explained, took a great deal 
of time, and while the allies were pro- 
ceeding toward reaching a complete 
agreement as to a program of reprisals 
the American note, making new sugges- 
tions, was received.

BIG GUNS IN OUR DEFENSES. 

At the head of the Anglo-French fleet which is 
now fighting one of the great battles of history in 
the Dardanelles is the superdreadnaught Queen 
Elizabeth, a ship of 27,500 tons displacement, car- 
rying a main battery of eight 15 inch guns. 

This battleship is probably the most formidable 
fighting machine afloat, and there were four more 
of the same type building in 1913—Valiant, War- 
spite, Barham, and Malaya. It is more than prob- 


mission. eae 

The 15 inch guns with which these ships are 
armed have A range of not twenty miles, as re- 
ported by enthusiastic correspondents, but of twelve 
miles. The projectile thrown weighs 1,950 pounds. 

It is interesting to note that the largest guns in 
our nary are 14 inch, throwing a projectile weigh- 
ing 1,400 pounds about 21,000 yards, or over a 
quarter mile short of the British guns. 

In our const defenses we will have one 16 Inch 
gun at Panama the range of which will be 18,579 
yards, or nearly two miles short of the British guns. 
But its range could be considerably increased by a 
change in elevation if it were thought necessary 
for the defense conditions at Panama. It will 
throw a projectile of 2,400 pounds. 

Most of our coast defense guns, however, are 
12 inch and far outranged by the heaviest guns of 
the British navy. Accordingl¥ an appropriation 
has just been voted to change their elevation and 
thus increase their range to 19,500 yards. : 
_ Gen. Weaver, chief of coast artillery, in his an- 
naval report recommends that in the new fortific;- 


bay the guns be 16 inch, otherwise these fortié- 
cations may be subjected not only to a very much 
greater volume of fire than can be delivered by 
them but also have the disadvantage of replying 
with guns of inferior power both by reason of the 
diameter of the bore of the gun and by reason of 
its shorter length, it being understood that for any 
given diameter of bore the power of the gun is a 
direct function of its length.” 


GERMANY ON NEUTRAL TRADE. 

The attentive reader will observe that Germany's 
subscription to American suggestions for the pro- 
tection of neutral trade hinges upon the British ac 
ceptance of stipulations which will release from in- 


declaration of London as conditional contraband. 

If Great Britain will allow German ports to re- 
ceive foodstuffs, fodder, various supplies not intended 
for the military, ete., etc., then Germany will agree 
to restrict its use of mines to anchored mines— 
possibly will agree to use even such mines only de- 
fensively—and will bring its submarine activities 
within the provisions of previously recognized inter- 
national law. The latter is not given the clearest 
statement, but apparently means that ships of hostile 
nationality would be sunk after provision had been 
made for the security of the crew and passengers 
and that neutral ships not carrying contraband 
would be subject merely to stop and search.

The British 
government supported this sea law when it was be- 
fore parliament, but the opposition, describing it 
“sea law made in Germany,” prevented the adop- 
tion. 

The probability of Great Britain doing in time of 
war what it refused to do in time of peace is so re- 
mote as to be out of consideration. The German 
reply is grounded on obviously good diplomacy, indi- 
cating a willingness to make every reasonable pro- 
vision for the protection of neutrals if her enemies 
will only agree to the demands which the United 
States has made upon them. s 

The burden of the refusal is put upon the allies 
and the friendly comment of the German papers 
upon the American note reveals inspiration. It dis- 
closes the mechanics of a resolve to put the load 
upon Great Britain. Let the British hereafter carry 
on the controversy. Germany is amenable. 

The chances are we are no further ahead now than 
before, but Germany can say: We clear our hands 
of responsibility. 


_ FOR FAIR LEGISLATION. 
Now that the legislature has worked its way out 


of the snarl and gathered up the loose ends it 


seems to be organizing in a manner which war- 
rants a reasonable hope that it has some construc- 
tive usefulness ahead of it. Its rules fairly com- 
promise between the unrestricted liberty of the in- 
dividual member to push his bill regardless of its 
character, and the unrestricted power of the or- 
ganization to control all bills. : 

The extreme in either direction would represent 
a poor legislative process. Until the house of rep- 
resentatives displayed, two years ago, some signs 
of regeneration it was committed wholly to the 
scheme of organization control, and a movement to 
break that control would have been regarded as 
revolutionary. Under the present rules, fairly ad- 
ministered, it ought to be possible to give every 
bill which has a chance of passing the opportunity 
to test that chance. 

This is the groundwork of fair legislation. 


Editorial of the Day. 


THE DUTY OF GERMAN-AMERICANS. 
[From an article in the Fatherland (New York) by Prof. 
' Kuno Francke of Harvard university.) 
But just as it is our duty as German-Americans 


to combat unjust attacks against Germany and to 
resist all efforts to align our government on the 
side of England and her allies, just as much is 
it our duty to refrain ourselves from a violent 
anti-English propaganda and from exerting any 
pressure upon our government to favor the Ger- 
man side in this war. Our government is con- 
fronted by the hard fact that England, through 
her fleet, has the power to enforce much more 
than Germany her own policy regarding neutral 
shipping. The one decisive move toward chang- 
ing this situation would be war with England 
That the calamity of a war with England would 
be deprecated by the vast majority of the Amer- 
ican people is beyond dispute. I believe that the 
calamity of a war with Germany would be 
deprecated also. Under these circumstances our 
government must proceed with the utmost cau- 
tion and avoid any step which cannot be justified 
by accepted international usage. This is partic- 
ularly true with regard to the exportation of 
arms and munitions of war. Many Americans, 
whether or not in sympathy with Germany, 
nevertheless regret the shipment of arms which 
is now going on. Yet they cannot but see that 
to change accepted neutrality, principles, good 
or bad intrinsically, in the midst of war, will 
necessarily be taken as a measure in favor of 
one or another of the belligerents. The attempt, 
therefore, to force our government into declaring 
ah embargo on arms would either, if unsuccess- 
‘ful, needlessly embarrass the administration, or. 
if successful, plunge the country into a war 
which it does not want. Does not this situation 
contain the clear lines of conduct toward the 
American government to be followed by German- 
American citizens? 7 

I, too, hope for a stronger assertion of German 


this war. For how can a man of German blood 
fail to be inspired and lifted above himself by 


people, from the kaiser to the cobbler’s son, is 
presenting in its unparalleled heroic struggle 
against a world of enemies. But I hope this 
stronger assertion of German individuality will 
consist in a larger Americanism. Germans have 
often reproached their fellow citizens of other 
stock for considering them a kind of s@cond class 
Americans. And it must be admitted. that they 
have often allowed themselves to be pushed un- 
duly into\the background. Now is the time for 
us tu show that we are worthy of the heroic ex- 
ample given to us by our brothers in the father- 
land and that it is just our German inheritance 
and training which make us American citizens of 
the Highest type.

HAPPY HINTS FOR GLOOMY GOLFERS. 
LARGE percentage of golf gloom arises 
from slicing. A golfer’s idea of hell is te 

stand on a hot tee for a million years and slice 
balls out of bounds. The chronic slicer is a 
wretched figure, and he falls as low as he can 
when, giving up hope of ever hitting a straight 
ball, he aims a quarter of a mile to the left of 
the flag. ‘ 

There are at least seven causes of slicing. 
The commonest is the vicious practice of bring- 
ing the clubhead down outside the line of the 
ball’s flight. This imparts a rotary motion to the 
ball, and the flight of it describes a crescent. 
You do this nine times out of ten. But do not 
despair; we can help you. We can teach you to 
hit inside the line. 

Buy from a commission merchant a basket of 
very, very bad eggs, and give these to the caddy 
to carry. When you tee your ball, or come up to 
it on the fairgreen, place an egg about three 
inches away from the ball and an inch or 80 
back of it. Now swing, being careful to keep 
the clubhead from straying beyond the line, oth- 
erwise you will smash the egg and scatter the 
malodorous contents. Before a dozen eggs are

MORPHINE CURE. 
RULING by the collector of inter- 
nal revenue shuts off drug users 

‘’™ from their supply. Pvaston of a 
federal law is a risky procedure. 
Taking the cure is painful and 

troublesome, but settling with the fed- 
eral authorities is worse and more of it. 

There are hundreds of thousands of 
drug users. In the entire country there 
are not 5,000 beds available for cures for 
drug users, Those who cam do so should 
go to institutions. Taking the cure out- 
side of an institution is far more risky and 
far less satisfactory than inside one. 
But where the number of institution beds 
is sO mall and the number of those in 
need is so large many must be cared for 
in private homes under the close care of 
Physicians and nurses.

In view of this situation an article by 

Dr. W. K. McLaughlin in the Chicago 
Medical Recorder for February is timely. 
We give his statement of the Towns mor- 
pine cure method: 
Start Sunday morning at 8 a. m. Give 
five compound cathartic pills and five 
grains of blue mass. At 2 p. m., unless 
the bowels have moved freely, a dose of 
salts is given. Some time during the 
middie of the afternoon the bowels hav- 
ing moved three times, the patient is 
given two-thirds his total daily dose of 
morphine. It is given by mouth or by 
hypodermic as the patient wishes. 

The amount of the drug is divided into 
three parts. One-third is given at, say, 
3 p. m., one-third at 3:30. Unless the pa- 
tient is fully under the influence of his 
drug he is given the last third at 4 p. m. 
At 4 p. m. he is given six drops (not 
minims) of the following belladonna mix- 
ture: Tincture of belladonma (15 per cent 
strength), 2 ounces; fluid extract of xan- 
thoxyli, 1 ounce; fluid extract hyoscya- 
mus, 1 ounce,

“ Give six drops of the belladonna mix- 
ture at 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, and 9 p. m. Then in- 
crease the dose to 8 drops and give one 
dose every hour until 3 a. m. Then in- 
crease to ten drops and give every hour 
until 9 o’clock Monday morning; then 
twelve drops every hour until 3 p. m.; then 
fourteen drops every hour until 9 o'clock 
Monday night; then sixteen drops every 
hour until the throat become very dry 
from the belladonna. 

This is dangerously powerful drug- 
ging and it should not be undertaken ex- 
cept under close observation. 

Ten hours after the first dose of mor- 
phine (about 1 o’clock Monday morning) 
give five compound cathartic pills and 
five grains of blue mass. At 9 o'clock 
Monday morning give a dose of salts un- 
less the last cathartic has acted freely. 
When the bowels have acted freely—say 
about 5 o'clock Monday morning—give the 
second round of opium. Half the amount 
given on Sunday afternoon is the amount

“Ten hours later, say at 4 in the after- 
noon, five compound cathartic pills and 
five grains of blue mass are given. After 
these have acted thoroughly, say about 
10 at night, a third dose of opium is given. 
The amount given should be one-sixth 
the twenty-four hour quantity used by 
the drug user. The next morning (Tues 
day) at 6 o'clock five compound cathartic 
pills and five grains of blue mass are 
given. At noon a dose of salts is given. 
About 4 o’clock in the afternoon two 
ounces of castor oil is given. 

In most cases the belladonna can be 
stopped on Tuesday night. During Tues- 
day it ie necessary in some cases to give 
a simple sedative. Care in diet and good 
nursing for several days after Tuesday

| RANCE’S popular paraphrase of 
the old adage, ‘‘ Dans le doute, 
abstiens-toi’’ (when in deubt ab- 
stain) into Dans le doute, ab- 
sinthe-toi"’ (when in doubt ab- 
sinthe yourself), will cease henceforth to 
have any meaning. 

The overwhelming vote in the national 
legislature in Paris of 481 to 52, suppress- 
ing permanently and for all time the sale 
of absinthe, which had already been pro- 
hibited for the duration of the war, will 
have the effect of putting to a lasting 
end the consumption of this most delete- 
rious and popular form of alcoholic stim- 
ulant in France. 

Deriving its peculiar aroma from vari- 
ous species of wormwood and contain- 
ing about 80 per cent of alcohol, it has 
worked havoc among all classes of the 


ticularly toxic effect not only on the gen- 
eral health, but more especially on the 
brain. True, it has served to inspire some 


But it has sent a far larger number of 
them to the madhouse and has been the 
cause of so much harm that at the be- 
ginning of the present conflict, in which 
the entire national existence of France 
is at stake, the government wisely adopt- 
ed the step of forbidding under severe 
penalties the sale of absinthe as long as 
the present war would be in progress. 
Now this temporary prohibition has been 
rendered permanent. N

For the first time, at any rate in a cen- 
tury. no royal navy list will be issued 
by the admiralty this year. This is due 
to a measure adopted at the second 
Hague conference, at which it was agreed 
that converted merchant ships, in addi- 
tion to bearing the ¢xternal marks of 
warships, were to fly the war flag instead 
of the commercial flag and to have the 
names of their captains and officers pub- 
lished in the official navy list of the state 
to which they belonged. 

As Germany has not followed this rule 
the British government does not see why 
it should furnish the enemy with the 
useful information ordinarily contained 
in the English navy list and has conse- 
quently suspended its publication for the 
present. 

The last occasion of its suspension was 
during that war between Great Britain 
and the United States which was brought 
to a close 100 years ago by the treaty of 
Ghent. 

* 

The regular annual issue of the navy list 
dates from 1779. During the eighteenth 
century, at irregular. intervals, several 
lists of warships and of their officers, 
with the date of their commissions, the 
rates of the vessels, and their complement 
of men and guns, were issued, while even 
prior to the era of Oliver Cromwell and of 
Admiral Blake occasional broad-sheets, 
headed by portraits of the high officials 
of the admiralty, were published, giving 
the names of the ships of the navy and 
of their commanders.

Sir Cosmo Antrobus is a distinguished 
member of the bar, a king’s counsel, and 


belongs to the Travelers’ club in Lon- 


don. 

The next heir to ghe baronetcy and 
property is a distant cousin of the name 
of Philip Antrobus. 

The principal Antrobus country seat, 
where Sir Edmund died, is Almesbuyry, in 
Wiltshire, standing on the site of the 
once famous convent identical with the 
Almesbury of Lord Tennyson's “‘ Guine- 
vere.”

Some years ago the late Sir Edmund An- 
trobus surrounded Stonehenge with a 
barbed wire fence for the purpose of pre- 
serving the stones from the injurious 
treatment to which they were formerly 
subjected by people without any rever- 
ence for the past, and also to avoid being 
held financially responsible in the event 
of anybody being harmed by the falling 
of the stones, some of which are not 
safe. 

That the ruins underwent the most 
shameful treatment before he adopted 
these measures for their protection it is 
impossible to deny. Some of the giant 
stones had been brought down to the 
ground through holes dug at their base 
by gypsies, and while many tourists con- 
tented themselves with merely chipping 
the stones in their anxiety to secure rel- 
ics, there were others who actually at- 
tempted to throw them from their posi- 
tions by means of gunpowder and dyna- 
mite with a view to ascertaining whether 
there was any treasure underneath. 

Sir Edmund's action in the matter, how- 
ever, and his charge of admission of one 
shilling raised a great deal of outcry and 
caused legal proceedings to be instituted 
against him by societies organized for 
the express purpose of protecting the 
rights of the public in the matter of na- 
tional monuments. 

The suits resulted in the establishment 
of the fact that Sir Edmund’s ownership 
of Stonehenge, of the monumental 


stones, and of the land on which they 


were situated was unassailable, and that 
he was not only free to inclose it, but also 
to sell it or to do anything with it that he 
pleased. 

~~ 

At one moment negotiatione were in- 
augurated for the purchase of Stone- 
henge. by the British government for 
$750,000, the value placed upon the prop- 
erty, including the stones, by Sir Ed- 
mund. 

The project fell through. But it had the 
result of making widely known the fact 
that Stonehenge could be purchased for 
a sum of anywhere from $750,000 to 
$1,000,000. 

Whether the new owner, Sir Cosmo An- 
trobus, will be equally ready to sell 18 a 
subject for speculation. There has al- 
ways been a fear in England that some 
wealthy American might step in, pay the 
price, ship the stones off to the United 
States, and subject their present site to 
an exhaustive exploration by means of 
excavations, which would probably re- 
veal wonderfully interesting relics of the 
creators of the temple and possibly also 
ancient treasure. 

Stonehenge is to England what the 
Pyramids are to Egypt, indissolubly 
bound up with the history of the nation, 
its age, however, antedating the dawn 
thereof, since the presence of the stones 
there, according to the most eminent 


scientists of the day, is declared to go 


back to an epoch more than 2,000 . C.

Suffrage and Prohibition Win. 
Pierre, 8. D., March 3.—Women suffrage 
and state-wide prohibition will come be- 
fore the voters of South Dakota at the 
general election in November, 1914, the 
state legislature adopting resolutions to 
thie effect today. 


Prohibition Up in Michigan. 
Lansing, Mich., March 3—[Special.J—A 
state-wide prohibition bill was intro- 
duced in the senate this afternoon by Sen- 
ator Henry Straight of Coldwater. 
Instead of attempting to obtain the 
adoption of a constitutional amendment 
which would necessitate a two-thirds ma- 
jority in each house, Straight asks for 
statutory prohibition and the bill carries 
a referendum clause, so that if passed it 
will de submitted to the voters at the 
November election in 1916. 

Senator Straight is confident that the 
measure will be given favorable consid- 
eration in each house.
